DALLAS, Texas, Dec. 1.—On a lonely 
country road at midnight, with the tears 
streaming down her face and with two 
loaded pistols on the seat beside her, 
Miss.

BERLIN, Dec. 1.—The report of Ad- 
miral von Scheer on the battle of Jut- 
land, until! now an unpublished docu- 
ment, was in the form of a personal 
letter to the former Kaiser, and was 
illustrated by the writer with many dia~ 
grams, showing the positions of the 
British and German naval forces during 
the encounter. 

The report goes to show that Great 
Britain lost @ remarkable: opportunity 
to surround, capture or destroy the Ger- 
man fleet. The Ad first 
shows the British fleet ; 
coe formed in a great semicircle, with 
the German fleet drawn out in & hori- 
zontal line tending to bisect the British 
formation. 

“‘ Realizing my desperate situation,’’ 
Admiral von Scheer wrote, ‘‘ and hoping 
to save the German fleet, I sent out tor- 
pedo fleets to attack the enemy. Ad- 
miral Jellicoe turned away. 

“Had he attacked at this juncture he 
might have picked off the German ships 
one by one because of his spearhead for- 
mation and the German Navy probably 
would have been destroyed.” 

The document enumerates other sit- 
uations which brought each fleet in 
danger, and concludes by informing the 
Kaiser that no surface sea battle could 
enforce peace and urging the strongest 
possible submarine wartare, adding: 

** Despite the c ienti Bs of our 
submarine commanders it will be im- 
possible for us to avoid incidents in 
English waters where American inter- 
ests are very strong—incidents which 
afterward may forcé us to make hu- 
miliating concessions."’ 

Admiral von Scheer declared that he 
forced the fight in the Battle of Jut- 
land, telling how he mistook Admiral 
Beatty’s ‘‘ three invincibles’’ for the 
British High Seas Fleet and Headed to- 
ward them, thus giving. Admiral Jellicoe 

opportunity fot a flanking. attack. 

‘He also says that Admiral Beatty lost 
a great chance when, instead of attack- 
ing by night, he used his torpedo boats | W8Y 
defensively, thus perinitting the Ger- 
man vessels to pass. through and. reach 
their base. 

The German commander states that 
five German Zeppelins failed in their 
mission of sending important informa~- 
tion, despite the fact that they hovered

The document begins: 

‘Our enterprise of April 23 diiameet 
thowestoft had the effect that was an- 
ticipated in-our plan of operations.

“In the middle of May, 1016, I de-

Department of Jus- 
tice agents here are known to be trans- 
lating documents seized during the 
raids. A number of important arrests 
are expected to follow, it was said.

Text of Spanish and Brazilian Notes. 

GENEVA, Dec. 1 (Associated Press). 
+The text of the messages of Spain and 
Brazil regarding Armenian mediation 
was made public here today. Spain’s 
acceptance was signed by Premier Dato 
and is as follows: 

‘In reply to the telegram which your 
Excellency has been so good as to send 
me under date of Nov. 26, I have the 
honor .to say that the Government of 
his Majesty, the King Spain, 
although not in touch with the cire 
stances connected with the tragic situ- 
ation in Armenia, regards with the most 
profouhd sympathy. this unfortunate 
peg le, which is the victim of so man 

sufferings, and although the Spanis 
}Government is unable by the terms 
the. resolution of the Assem to ap- 
reciate its exact scope, nevertheless it 
olds itself to contribute gladly 
to any action m a moral or diplomatic 
nature tyes @ peaceful solution, 
pursued with so ona zeal and devotion 
by the cane —nd Nations."’

ON CADETS’ MURDER 


Wounded Men “Massacred and 
Mutilated,” Says Of ficial—Cites 
“Treachery” by. Inhabitants.

DUBLIN, Dec. 1.—The first complete 
account. of the ambushing. of the patrol 
of auxiliary police cadets near Macroom 
is provided by a senior officer in charge 
of the police in the Cork neighborhood.

** It is surmised from an examination 
of the site and ‘from inquiries that the 
attackers, who were all wearing khaki 
and trench coats, with steel helmets, had 
drawn their motor lorry across the ‘road 
and were mistaken by the first car of 
cadets for soldiers. The first car halted 
and the unsuspecting cadets got out and 
approached the motor lorry. The second 
car, which had been traveling a hundred 
yards behind, now came up. 

‘*Something ‘aroused the suspicion of the 
cadets and shooting began, thrée being 
killed instantly by the first fire. The 
others began to run back to the first 
car and the cadets in the second ran 
along the road to the help of their com- 
rades. Then, from behind a depression, 
the second car came under a devastating 
fire at close range... The cadets were 
shot down by concealed men firing from 
all around. Direct fire from ambushers 
and from the attackers’ lorry also swept 
down the road, 

‘“‘ After the firing had continued for 
some time and.many men were wounded, 
éverwhelming forces of the ambushers 
came up and forcibly disarmed the sur- 
vivors. There followed a terrible mas- 
sacre, it appearing to be the policy of |. 
the murder gang to allow no survivors 
to disclose their methods. The 
and wounded were hacked about the 
head with axes, shot guns were fired 
into their bodies, and the mutilations 
were of the most savage description.

JAPAN’S ARMY AND NAVY 
ESTIMATES. 

A military Power with limited re- 
sourcés, Japan will probably spend 
less upon her army and navy’in the 
fiscal year 1921-22 than the esti- 
mates of her budget, Which are givén 
in a dispatch from Tokio. ‘The totals 


are 498,000,000 yen (about $249,000, = 


000) for the navy. and . 245,000,000 
yen (about §122,500,000) for the 
army, or $871,500,000 in all. On Oct. 
25 estimates for the mainteriance of 
the United States Army and Navy for 
the fiscal year 1921-22 were: -pub- 
lished in a Washington st as 
follows: 

The navy estifhates are about §650,- 
000,000, the army figure rtins up to 
$814,000,000, or nearly as much as it 
used to cost to th® entire Govern- 
ment in the pre-war period. 

The Ameérican estimates are approxi- 
mately four times those of the Japa- 
nese budget. Labor is much cheaper in 
Japan, and many materials entering 
into Construction and equipment cost 
less there. On the other hand, stéel 
for the navy, most of which must’ be 
imported, is higher in that country. 
But compared with the United States 
Japan is économical if fitting ott her 
soldiers and séilors. The Amierican 
Army and Navy are the most expen- 
sive in the world; nothing is too g00d 
for the soldier and sajlor, and thrift 
in equipping them {fs the last ‘thing 
thought of; wwniforms and ., evpry- 
thing worn ate of the best material, 
and thé cost of making it up is high; 
thé appropriations for quarters and/ 
recreations are liberal. The Japanese 
get as much for their yen as We do 
for our @ollar. All this being said, 
Japan's proposed outlay upon her 
military forces is moderate compared 
with ours. It must be evident that 
Japan is not trying to steal a march 
upon the United States by prepared. 
ness for war on a large Seale. Further 
more, her. resourcés being’ meagre 
compared with ours, she ia incapable 
of building up a vast military estab- 
lishment: ° The oppositién In the Jap-

HIS RECORD IS PRAISED 


A Nominee of Tammany, He

A few minutes after charging the jury 
trying Edward Cunnéen for murder 
Ju James T. Malone of the Court of 
General Sessions dropped” dead from 
heart disease in a washroom near his 
chambers in the Criminal Court Build- 
ing yesterday afternoon. e 

When the jury retired at 1:30 o’clock 
with the defendant’s life in their hands, 


Judge Malone, a massive figure. in ‘his 


flowing black silk gown, walked into 
the corridor, while the police attendants 
ran ahead of him and orde everybody 
—— from his path to the elevator, ac- 
cording to the custom of the building. 

-~ Judge Malone, looking the picture of 
health himself; noticed Court mppereer 
Amos G. Russell, who had bee: ing. 

d stopped to inquire solici y for 

health.

Judge Malone smiled, as if pleased 
by the- compliment, and entered the ele- 
vator for_his chambers two, floors above. 
Fifteen minutes later hes was lying on 
the floor when Judge John. F. Mcintyre 
entered the room. Dr. Perry M. -Lich- 
tenstein, the Tombs physician, was sum- 
moned and found that J udge Malone was 
already dead. 

Cunneen was charged with shooting 
and killing Charles Classen, a ship's 
engineer, in a fight on .the ‘waterfront 
on June 4. It was noted by the lawyers 
in the courtroom that Judge Malone's 
face was unwontedly red, as he deliv- 
ered the charge to the jury. The Judge

Had the jury 
failed to and returned to ‘the 
courtroom instructions, -it would 
have been intieuaxy to declare the case 
a mistrial. There were said to be pre- 
cedents, however, authorizing another 
Judge to receive a verdict in the case 
of the death or inability of the original 
trial Jud 

When the jury-returned to the court- 
room, they found Judge illiam H. 
Wadhams on the bench. The foreman, 
Elmer Gourlay, da:

Presenting the. re- 
sults. of an investigation of the career 
ot each of the Judges on the General 
Sessions bench, the Evening Post said 
in that year: 

‘* Since James T. Malone has been on 
the General Sessions bench he has been 
distinguished among his. associates be- 
cause of his strictness.. While the 
others often are lenient, he depdrts 
from his maximum-séntence ’ policy so 
seldom that it may be called almost 
never. That he has severed his rela- 
tions with politics is denied nowhere.

PARIS, Dec. 1, — France will accept 
Constantine as King of Greece and 
there will be no revision of the Sevres 
Treaty, at least for the present. ‘That 
is the double conclusion toward which 
the London negotiations are ipevivenly 
tending,

‘perhaps London knew it already—which 


throws a new light on the defeat of 
Venizelos. Firstly, the election was 
much more of an individual contest be- 
tweeh Venizelos and the ex-King. than 
is generally imagined here. Muth as 
the Greeks admired their great Premier, 
they had a deep affection. for Constan- 
tine, who had been adopted as the na- 
tional hero during Greece's ‘* great 
war’ against Turkey. The people felt 
that he had been unfairly. treated, and 
their national pride revolted against his 
arbitrary—as they considered it—expul- 
sion by the Allies. 

Secondly, there was the “ swing of the 
pendulum ’’ which in Greece, as in vther 
countries, tends almost automatically to 
preserve the balance between those who 
hold office and distribute patronage and 
those who would like to do so. Its ef- 
fects were intensified by the clean sweep 
the Venizelists had made of supporters 
of the olf régime. In the army alone, 
where Constantine had been most popu- 
lar, -no fewer than 2,500 officers had re- 
signed or been dismissed. on account 
of their allegiance to the ex-King. 
Every one of them formed an active 
centre of agitation in favor of Constan- 
tine’s return. 

The third factor, which Venizelos him- 
self had given as the principal reason 
for his downfall—dissatisfaction of the 
nation with long mobilization—did not 
operate quite as had been suggested 
here, That is, people were not so much 
opposed to mobilization itself as to the 
fact that while costiy and onerous, it 
did not seem to be achieving much 
result. In other words—and this is the 
strong point of the English argument 
today—the defeat of Venizelos does not 
necessarily imply. Greek renunciation of 
his policy of expansion. — 

It is now averred that reports of 
mutinies and disorder in the ranks of 
the Greek force in Asia Minor, which 
reached Paris just after the elections, 
have been considerably. exaggerated.

GOOD WEATHER FOR CROPS. 


Fall-Sown Grains Doing’ Well—Slow 
Picking ef Cotton. 


The Government’s weekly bulletin of 
crop and harvest conditions is as 
follows: 

The moderate temperatures and mostly 
light precipitation in Arkansas and 
Oklahoma were favorable for gathering 
cotton’ still in the fields in those States. 
Picking progressed slowly ‘in Oklahoma, 
however, and the quality of the staple 
remaining unp is steadily de- 
teriorating on nt of the exposure 
to the weather. Considerable low-grade 
cotton is being .abandoned in Texas.

ARBITRATION | ONE AGENCY 


Uniform Contracts and Sales Con- 
ditions, and Also Rating Reports, 
to Be Made Use Of. 


A. meeting of prominent textile inter- 
ésts ‘at the Waldorf-Astoria. Hotel yes- 
terday took the preliminary steps to- 
ward the formation of what is to be 
known as the National Bureau of Com- 
mercial Contracts. ‘The purpose of this 
organization will be to overcome the 
evils resulting from the failure to ob- 
serve the obligations of commercial con 
tracts between buyer and seller, and the 
membership will be composed of. dele- 
gates from each association or’ trade 


the organization stands. It was. brought 
out at thé meeting that American honor 
is ‘involved in the status of contractual 


of participating in the activities. for which 


emphasized the moral issue at stake, 
others described practical plans for the 
elimination of cancellations .which, ac- 
cording to one estimate, have. cést busi- 
ness in this country a quarter of a 
billion dollars in the last year. Colonel 
John’ P.. Wood, of Philadelphia, was ap- 
pointed Chairman of the new organi- 
zation and will select an Executive Com> 
mittee of twenty-one members which 
will carry out the policy determined by 
the membership. 

The activities of the National Bureau 
of Commercial Contracts, which were 
enumerated in a memorandum placed 
before the meeting and. which will 
serve as general instructions for the 
committee to be named, are as follows: 

'To prescribe such uniform conditions 
| sale as shall effectuate the purpose 

f the bureau. 

To .establish a uniform type of com- 
mercial contract,. to provide fer arbi- 
tration of -all disputes arising under 
stch contracts. 

To provide rules of procedure for the 
arbitration of such contracts and the 
enforcement the 

To encourage a mutual respect for 
such contracts. 

To conduct a campaign of publicity 
emphasizing the evil consequences aris- 
Ing from the cancellation or other breach 
of contract between buyer and seller. 

To endeavor to effect such necessary 
and desifable changes in State and na- 


enforcement of contracts and to uphold 
the tegri of ‘American, business 
ethics, 

To endeavor to cause commercial 
rating agencies to incorporate in their 
reports a statement of the tendency 
toward cancellation of contracts in the 
firm report. 

It was. ache HRP out that the New York 
State law, which regards the result of 
commercial arbitration in almost the 
light of a judgment, is a desirable one, 
and like legislation should be obtained 
in other States to govern intrastate 
commerce, with a Federal regulation to 
cover interstate transactions. Regarding 
commercial — reports, it was ex- 
plained that note is made of fires, which 
are. often unfortunate — occurrences, 
whereas information concerning claims 
and cancellations, which is much more 
important, is not included:
